CH ICAGO F IRE

LAID TO NEGROES

Three Missing in Blaze in Stock
Yards District That Destroys

Hundred Houses.

SCORE REPORTED HURT.

Black Said to Have Applied
Torches to Building Troops

Stop Riot Spread.

CHICAGO, Aug. 2. An lncendtarj
flro which the pollco declare was
started by negroes early to-d- swept
through the district Inhabited try
employees, of tho Stock Yards, de-

stroying 100 homes and causing ft
property loss of more than $200,000.

Throe persons are missing. A ecore
werb Injured In the cbnflagraMon.

The- - buildings destroyed consisted
chiefly of ono and two story frame
dwellings. Throe thousand men,
women and children have been ren-
dered hometeqs and' the bad feeling
between the whites and negroes
greatly aggravated. State troops
were sent to tho flro to disperse the
crowds and prevent a renewal ' jt
nice riots.

A number of witnesses havo been
found by the pollco who say they saw
several automobiles of negroes with
burning torches In the district shortly
before tho flro was discovered. The
Ore broke out In three sections of the
district at the same time.

Telephono wires In tho district wcro
cut a few moments .after the blase
broke out. Several residents declaro
they saw negroes fleolng after the fire

xl3 discovered. Shots were fired at
negroes lnf automobiles who It Is said
wero attempting to escape after tho
fires were started. One negro was
said to have .been wounded but was
.curried away by companions.

Klre Chief O'Connor declared that
the fires were undoubtedly of Incen-
diary origin and evidently started
by throwing gasoline on the outside
of the buildings and applying a light,
ed torch or matches.

Klre Attorney Donnelly gave the
police names of twelve persons who
declare they' saw negroes bearing
burning torches and cutting tele-
phone wires. 4

The situation In other sections of
tho danger zone of tho south side

,was reported satisfactory to the au-
thorities, although there were a num-
ber of minor disturbances. Soldiers
and police are still guarding the dis-
tricts where the riots took place.

LIVERPOOL, Aug. 3. Looting 4nd
rioting occurred throughout the night,
as a result of the strike of policemen,

and the Lord Mayor appealed early
to-d- to tho military authorities for'
nW- -

The latter despatched six lorry
loads, of troops trom Crosby, alt '

miles from here, alt fully armed and
helmeted, while1 special constables
were also called out The looting
continued In the poorer districts this
morning, and tho Lord Mayor asked
for volunteers to help guard tho city.

The Liverpool authorities followed
the example of the London officials
In expell'ng striking police officers.
Loyal police of Liverpool made pev
oral bayonet charges and there were
half a dozen arrests In tho attempt
to check looters.

During the day the strlko spread
to Birkenhead, on the Mersey op-

posite Liverpool, strike patrols bring-
ing out numbers of men. The shops
at jewelers, pawnbrokers and other
merchants there are bolng looted.

In Liverpool, soldiers with llxcd
bayonets were stationed to guard
property from the looting, tho greater
part of which occurred during tho
night, when many shop windows were
smashed. The Jewelers suffered
most at tho hands of the raiders. A
large quantity of. goods also was
stolen from tho sheds on the docks.
The losses, It Is estimated, will tun
Into thousands of pounds. '

LONDON, Aug. 2. There was some
looting roported in tho east end of
London during tho night, owing to
the absence of policemen on strike.

Six hundred and fifty-tw- o police
men are now reported to be out at
Liverpool and 8S3 in London, accord-
ing to the Government officials. The
ranks of the London strikers were
said to have gained only a handful
of recruits, as Indicated by this morn-
ing's roll call.

"In some Instances tho price paid

by the War Department for certain
supplies would not allow us. If we
purchased at that price and oddod our
overhead charges, to sell to1 the pub-
lic at lower figures than thoso, pre-
vailing In the regular retail trade. On
tho other hand the War Department
obtained at other times and under dif
ferent 'circumstances supplloa at
prices which are away below the pre-
vailing retail quotations.

"I suggested an average reduction In
the higher priced supplies and Major
Squire baa taken the matter up with
the Secretary of War, He told ma last
night that Secretary Itaker Is enthusi-
astic over tho Idea of New York taking
a lot of his surplus supplies off his
hands, and that there Is no doubt about
the plan working out The news that
New York. City contemplates giving Ita
people the benefit of the purchasing
power of the United States Govern
ment has already reduced ri tall prices
here on certain products which we will
handle from a cent to two cents a
pound alt along the line."

After a consultation with Mayor
Hylan at the City Hall Mr. O'Malley
said the date, August 11, set for the
beginning of the city's project of sell
ing supplies. Is tentative. Some of the
supplies ore stored at a distance from
New York. The project will not be
launched, Mr. O'Malley sold, until
there Is sufficient stock on hand, to
guarantee that there will be no inter-
ruption In the sales.
